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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1. The information disclosure statement filed 6/8/01 fails to comply with 37 CFR 1.98(a)(2), 
which requires a legible copy of each U.S. and foreign patent; each publication or that portion 
which caused it to be listed; and all other information or that portion which caused it to be listed. 
It has been placed in the application file, but the information referred to therein has not been 
considered. Reference AF does not include an Appendix E which the applicant specifically 
pointed the Examiner's attention to directed in particular to Appendix E of the January 11, 2001 
P1394.1 Draft (Ref. AF). The examiner notes the cited IEEE P1393.1 includes Annexes A-D. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Talluri et al 
PN 6,748,429 in view of Fukui PN 6,131,119. 

In regards to claims 1, 4, 7, 10, 13, 16: Talluri et al teaches A method of identifying new 
nodes (Column 6 lines 47-55 and Column 7 lines 56-67) on a bus comprising: maintaining old 
data identifying connectedness between nodes present on the bus (old topology graph) and new 
data identifying connectedness between nodes present on the bus (new configuration tree); 
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matching nodes in the old data with nodes in the new data such that the nodes in the old and new 
data become identified as matching nodes corresponding to one another (Column 6 lines 47-55 
and Column 7 lines 56-67); identifying nodes in the new data having a same connection to an 
identified matching node as nodes in the old data to the corresponding matching node so as to 
identify additional matching nodes that correspond to one another; and identifying any nodes in 
the new data that fail to correspond with a node in the old data (list of differences). Talluri et al 
does not expressly teach this being performed after a bus reset and identifying a host, Fukui 
teaches identifying a host (root) and comparing and merging topology maps after a bus reset in 
compliance with the IEEE 1394 standard (Column 1 lines 48-63). It would have been obvious to 
apply Talluri et aPs topology mapping/configuring to an IEEE 1394 bus because this is a 
standard. 

In regards to claims 2, 5, 8, 1 1, 14, 17: Talluri et al teaches requesting identifying data 
for each of the new nodes (Column 6 lines 56-62). 

In regards to claims 3, 6, 9, 12, 15, 18: Talluri et al maintains the data from the old 
topology map that matches the new topology map.
